PLANTING PINE TREES 


Planting season for pine seed- 
lings is almost here. If you plan 
to set out any seedlings this year, 
here are some suggestions! 

'Decide how and when you are 
going to plant them by hand or 
by machine. Arrange for the la- 
bor you will need to plant the 
seedlings. 

if you plan to plant as many as 
25,000 seedlings, it will probably 
pay you to pick up your seed- 
lings at the nursery. 

For advice on planting pine 
seedlings, care of them and costs 
call on your local county agent 
or area forester. For information 
on ASC payments, see your lo- 
cal ASC officer. 

CLOVER AREAS 

If you have a clover area on 
your farm where no grass is 
growing, it might pay you to seed 
100 pounds of oats or 2500 pounds 
per acre of ryegrass. This will 
giVe you a better grazing mixture 
and give you some protection from 
bloat. 

. If clover has faded out a grass 
area, chances are you need phos-

SOD SEEDING 

Sod areas to be sod seeded 
should be grazed down and the 
planting done in late October, 
just before the grass becomes 
dormant. 

Two major causes of sod seeding 
failures are planting too early in 
heavy sods and lack of fertilizer. 
It makes no difference if the sod 
seedng is done on wide spacing, 
the same amount of fertilizer 
should be used as for broadcast 
planting. 

RAT CONTROL 

As the weather gets cooler rats 

move from fields into farm build- 


ling. 


These rats cost you money. 
They not only eat up a good bit 
lot feed, but ruin more than they 
eat. They also damage the build- 
ings. Get rid of them. | 

Do it by cleaning up the pre- 
mises—get weeds and thrash from 
around the buildings. Dó away 
with piles of scrap lumber, etc. 

Then go after the rats with 
warfarin or pival. These mater- 
ials do not make the rats be- 
come bait-shy and do a good job 
of control Be sure to follow all 
directions when using these ma- 
terials.
